We have heretofore spoken of the’ 


abundant indications of coal @nd coal

There is no doubs in 
our mind that any amount of fuel can, 
and will be found on the line of the road 
for the uses of that great enterprise 
Weare personally knowing to enor- 


mous beds of coal, and nuimberless 


springs of coal vil lying right along- 
side of the proposed route—beds of coal 
that give surface indications of their 
ability to supply the wants of the road 
for all time to come. 

If coal oil is going to be used for 
steam generating purposes—and judg- 
ing from the successful experiments re- 
cently made—it bids fair to supply the 
place of coal and wood, then our moun- 
tains are capable of furnishing the de- 
sired article in great abundance. To 
show the importance that coal oil is 
likely to assume for the purpose of 
generating steam, we copy the follow- 
ing extract of a letter in the New York.

“With coal even 
two hundred and fifty miles away they 
can mauage the question of fuel.” Your 
correspondent happens to be aware of 
the fact that the Board of Directors of 
the Pacific Railroad in California have 
in view the use of oil as a fuel for loco- 
motives, to be used on the principle ap- 
plied by Colonel Henry R. Foote on 

rd the United States gunboat Palos, 
and in one of the Boston steam fire en- 
gines. The receut experiments here 
by the inventor of an apparatus for em- 
ploying petroleum and other hydro-car- 
bor oils as fuel, has settled the ques- 
tion of fuel fur use in long stretches of 
country where there is no wood nor 
coal. The apparatus in question can 
be adapted to a locomotive as well as 
to a steam fire engine, and the tender of 
a locomotive can carry a sufficient sup- 
ply for five hundred 10 one thousand 
miles. The enormous saving which 
this method will make in running loco- 
motives is also a consideration of great 
importance. It is caculated that an 
“iron horse’’ uses about seven hundred 
| soa of coal per hour, or four tons a 
y of twelve hours. By the use of 
roleum, a locomotive c.n be ran the 
same length of time for fifty dollars. 
Only two barrels oi the oil will do the 
work of one ton of coal. The new Pa- 
cific Railroad, wheu completed, will re- 
ph fuel trains in constant operation 
rom long distances, to keep the wood 
and coal stations supplied ; while with 
Col. Foote’s apparatus, all this can be 
obviated, besides gaining many other 
advantages. The fact that the Pacific 
steamers are going to use this invention 
atan estimated saving of nearly $6,- 
000,000 annually, in the use of fuel, is 
only a forerunner of that great revolu- 
tion which now promises to take 
—_ io the use of fuel in marine and 
omotive boilers. With the building 
of the Pacific Railroad and the scarcity 
of fuel along the line of the road, in the 
fearful wilderness and desert between 
the Sierras and Salt Leke, the inven- 
tion of Col. Foote would seem almost

“One 
hundred pounds weight 
No. 7 cannon power,” contained in a 
bag nearly two feet long, has propelled 
a 450-pound shot through eight inches 
of armor and eighteen inches of solid 
teak. The smash was tremendous, and 
so was the noise. “The roar of the huge 
gun made the earth tremble. Two 
masses of armor plate, each weighing 
about six hundred weight were tossed 
some twenty yards or more to the rear 
of the target, and a shower of smaller 
pieces lay scattered upon the ground, A 
massive timber stick was dashed into 
splinters, and three others were injur- 
ed.
